Such rapid strides has it 
made tli it Oldham i*> known far and 
wide as the "divi." The co-operative 
bocieties spread still further, and now, 
in conjunction with the societies in ad 
jacent towns, own a large corn mill, 
tlvus sli.irin<* the profits to be made 
from grinding the grain. 


There are in Oldham district, in the 


cotton t ade alone, about one hundred 
»nd lift} limited companies, the ma- 
jority oi which have been formed since 
1872, with capitals varying from ten 
thousan 1 pounds to fifteen thousand 
•pounds, chiefly divided into five pounds 
•shares. These companies, seeing1 the 
'profits a coming from buying1- the raw 
material, at 
once formed the Old- 


ham Cotton liuying Co., limited, al- 
most every company having shares; 
consequently it is to their own interest 
to do business with the company, and 
thus shtre in the profits. But they do 
not stop here. Seeing the large profit 
made bj the insurance companies, they 
decided to form one pf ^heir own, and 
the Federative Insurance 
company, 


limited, sprang into existence, each 
com pan.,' holding a number 'of shares, 
and (encouraging it by''transferring 
their insurance business to it. 


It is no uncommon thing for souie>of, 


the cotton companies tp consist of four 
hundred, five hundred and, in some 
cases, seven hundred shareholders; al- 
most aU residing in Oldfaam.' Scarcely 
•a.family in the town but that owns 
shares in some cotton company or other. 


The company movement does not stop 


with the staple trade (pqtton). The 
butchers were not long, behind, and 
then wBsformed the Oldham Hide, Skin 
»ndPa1. Co., limited, which effectnally 
•demoralized private enterprise in that 
direction. Even the bill-posting and 
advertising business was invaded, the 
printers forming the Oldham Bill Postr 
ing Co, limited, through it posting 
their own bills and advertisements. 
The publicans were not left in the cold, 
and vei y soon two aerated water com- 
panies were in full swing, each pub- 
lican, so long as he dealt with" the 'com- 
pany, holding so many shares. These 
he must relinquish when he ceases to 
deal w-th them. In fact, there is no 
business, not even poultry farming, 
which has escaped the company craze, 
and it is a byword that at one time you 
could have floated a dog kennel in Old- 
ham.—Philadelphia Becord.

It »n only be done by increasing her 
duty on foreign importations, which is 
now About 3 per cent, and which, in 
»k>w of her treaty obligations, will not 
be easy. Great Britain, who is the 
largest exporter of manufactured prod- 
uct* to China, would be the first to pro- 
tant against this increase in customs 
duties and this is another considera- 
tion which will cause China not to act 
wecipltotely, but to await Great Brit- 
ain's pleasure. 


It is expected that investors will sub- 
scribe largely for the new bonds and 
the banks will furnish to depositors 
freely the gold necessary to take the 
bonds. This decision is of importance, 
as the banks represented in this in- 
formal conference, with the Union 
Trust and United States Trust com- 
panies, hold the bulk of the gold in 
New York. 


Presidents King, Stewart and Olcott, 


of the trust companies mentioned, have 
already extended to the administra- 
tion their assurance that the new issue 
will be taken care of. 


When the February issue was made 


depositors had difficulty in taking the 
gold from banks >and many only se- 
cured legal tenders, which were pre- 
sented at the sobtreasnry to obtainjthe 
gold. The government thus failed to 
secure over $88,000,000 gold for the 
858,000,000 netted by the sale of $SO,- 
090,000 bonds. 


The decision of the bankers to give 


up their'gold freely will consequently 
net a larger amount of gold to the gov- 
ernment as the result of the forthcom- 
ing 850,000,000 bond issue. The amount, 
it is estimated, will be over $50,000,000.

Science informs us that all bodies 


•re composed of atoms and molecules, 
atoms being the smallest particles into 
which matter in general oan he divided, 
and molecules the smallest particles 
Into which any particular body can be 
divided without losing its identity. 
For instance, the smallest particles of 
salt whidh are able to retain the prop- 
erties ol salt are molecules, but such 
molecules may be split up into parti- 
cles composed of sodium and particles 
composed of chlorine, and these ele- 
mentary particles, which can not again 
be divided, are atoms. 


But no one has ever been able to see, 


or distinguish, a molecule or an atom 
Yet the possibility of their being ren- 
flered visible has more than once been 
discussed 
Only a short time ago such 


a discussion occurred at a meeting of 
the Physical society in London, and 
reasons \v ere then shown for believing 
that molecules are not indefinitely 
small m comparison with the wave 
leng-th of light, which averages some- 
thing- like one-fifty-thousandth of an 
inch. 


Ten or eleven years ago Sir William 


Thomson, now Lord Kelvin, investi- 
gated the question of the actual size of 
atoms and molecules, and came to the 
oonclusioii that, at the largest, they 
might be one-twenty-five-millionth of 
an inch in diameterl That would make 
them so small that five hundred could 
lie in a row within the length of a 
wave of hfjht 


It is difficult to imagine that parti- 


cles so minute should ever be rendered 
visible to human eyes, and yet, as has 
just been remarked, the possibility of 
seeing- them is occasionally discuhsed 
by men of science. 


But if such a feat of seeing ever is 


performed, it will certainly prove to 
be something more than a mere grati- 
fication of curiosity. Many of the most 
recondite questions in science would 
be suddenly illuminated by the discov- 
ery of a means of watching an atom as 
we can now watch a rotifer under the 
microscope.—Youth's Companion.
